An Explanation Wonted of tue Presenoa 


of These Tan Spots. 


Can any of yonr readers explain the 


meaning of the tan spots seen so com- 
monly over the eyes iu black and tan 
clogs of iaost breeds? 


When in Melbourne last year, I •went) 


carefully over all the dogs in a show 
wi th one of the stewards, and we found 
tho spots in all the black and tan ter- 
riers, foxhounds, deerhonnds, collies 
lurchers, etc., but I'could get no infer 
(nation regarding them from the ex 
ports. 


In some of the highly bred", toy dogs, 


as the small black and tan "'terriers, '. 
found on inquiry that those spots, for 
lacrly so very conspicuous, were 'being 
bred out nucl had nearly disappeared. 
Thoir persistence through bo toany 
strongly marked vanetios, except' those 
of late elate, as singular, for there is 
fairly good proof that when first domes- 
ticated the dog wat, red or brown,.lake 
the pariah, dingo, etc. 
° 


As far as I can see, \vo do not fine 


the spots whito on a black or dark 
ground, nor yot black or dark on a 
white or light ground. My explanation 
is that they havo arisen as .1 permanent 
marking aftei the dogs "sported" to 
black' -under domestication aud have 
been preserved and developed through 
natural selection. Possibly they ore pro 
tective and simulate eyes. 


One morning, just at dawn, I had oc- 


casion to go out into the garden, and 
while stooping to examine somo flowers, 
near a fence partly covered with creep- 
ers, I suddenly saw an animal's head 
looking through, and what soemed to be 
two seemingly large and ferocious 
black eyes glared at me. Suspecting 
that a black leopard was about to spring 
over, I started back, clapped ujy hands 
and sLouted. 
To nay relief, however, I 


saw a tail wag and fotind that the spec- 
tator was a oooly's dog I knew vory 
well and which recognized mo. Tho 
use of the tan spots—in this case at 
least—then occtniod to me. 


May it not be that the spots thus 


serve a protective purpose aud havo of- 
<en saved tho lives of dogs (black dogs) 
:rom their enemies, the smaller felines, 
snob, as tho clouded leopard, etc. ? Per- 
haps the matter is not new, but if it is 
it seems worth looking into. 


I have several dogs about hero now 


With black bodies and heads. Tho tan 
spots, rather pale, aio of -the size of a 
shilling. I havo shot one, keeping the 
skin of the hoad as a curiosity.—S. E. 
Peal in Nature. 


"T»ke It AJsy." 


One cannot travel in Ireland without 


perceiving that tho so many horsepower 
and perpetual catching of trains theory 
of life is not one that is accepted by the 
Irish people, and I do not think it ever 
will be.

tho wiser course and tho less insane in- 
terpretation of the purport and uses of 
life.-»—Blackwood18 Magazine.

A HOPE FOB 
SH.VJBK. 


Advices received at the Department 


of State at Washington indicate a 
probable settlement between China and 
Japan on a basis of from $400,000,000 to 
$830,000,000 indemnity to Japan. Both 
countries are on a silver basis; that is, 
all debts, public and private, are pay- 
able in silver. Naturally, the indemn- 
ity would be paid in the legal tender 
money of both countries, but to meet 
the obligation the Chinese Government 
will have to become a borrower. The 
money lender, if so disposed, could, to 
advance his own interests and get 
China on a gold basis, insist that 1 he 
bonds should be payable in gold. This 
might induce Japan to demand the 
payment of the indemnity in gold, but 
that is improbable, as it woald be im- 
possible for China to comply with such 
terms. 


If a demand should now be created 


in China for $400,000,000 in silver, where 
can it get the metal ? Banker St. John 
Ot New York, wno la imown to bo an 
able and well-informed financier, states 
that according to tho best information 
obtainable there is not now more than 
five millions of free silver m the world. 
England, Germany, France and all the 
States iu the Latin Union have n > sil- 
ver to spare. Ihe silver bullion in the 
United States Treasury, the largest 
amount of uncoined pilT-oriu the world, 
is held as security for the redemption 
of Treasury notes. The standard riol- 
laisintbo Treasury aio held for tho 
redemption of silver notes, which tire 
redeemable only in those coins. Ko, 
with all the goldbug talk about a sur- 
plus of silver, it will be as difficult for 
China to get $400,000,000 in silv-r to 
pay Japan as it would be to get the 
amount in gold. 


Should China and Japan agree to end 


the war upon payment of a large 
amount in silver to Japan, it will dis- 
abuse the minds of the people of the 
erroneous idea that silver is too plenti- 
ful to be used as a money metal. That 
delusion is a goldbug conception for 
the purpose of deceiving the people. 
An order for $100,000,000 in silver from 
China could not be filled for many 
months, if then, as no nation will part 
with its silver coins, except at a higher 
prico than their face value, and there is 
no stock of silver bullion except that 
in the United States Treasury, and that 
could not be disposed of without an act 
of Congress authorizing its sale. 


Let us hope that the Chinese in- 
demnity, which will certainly not bo 
less and it may be considerably more 
than two or three hundred millions of 
dollars, will be paid in silver. It would 
create a demand for the metal that 
would enhance its prico and result in 
the resumption of operations in min- 
ing districts now abandoned. It would 
bring relief from an unexpected quar- 
ter and give an impetus to mining anc 
the industries 
depending upou it, 
despite the adverse legislation of a 
Wall-Street governed Administration 
and Gold-Trust lawmakers.

Nevada may be attributed to the high 
tax rate in that aliaost depopulated 
State. 


The residents of the eastern slopes 


of the Sierra Nevada, that is of Modoc, 
Lassen, Plnmas, Sierra, Mono and Tnyo 
counties, California, come to tho Cen- 
tral Pacific railroad at Reno to reach 
the capital or metropolis of their own 
State. 
The exports of Lassen and 


Modoo counties and of portions oi 
Plumas and Sierra counties are shipped 
to market by way of Reno. The marble 
of Inyo county, which is used exten- 
sively for building purposes in San 
Francisco, is shipped through Reno and 
dressed on the Truokee river in Ne- 
vada. The interests of the people of 
the eastern slope of the Sierra Nevada 
are identical with those of their Ne- 
vada neighbors. The summit of the 
great range is the natural boundary of 
the two States, and it was recognized 
as the eastern boundary of California 
in early days. The rate of taxation in 
the eastern counties of California does 
not vary much from that In the adjoin- 
ing counties in Nevada, and it is not 
probable that the citizens of those 
California counties would object to 
annexation to Nevada, with which they 
have much more in common than 
with the valleys of California. 


California owes much to Nevada. 
The finest buildings in San Francisco 
were erected with Nevada capital. 
Every citizen of Nevada who can at all 
afford to do so visits San Francisco 
periodically. 
Nearly all oar imports 
como from that city, and when Nevada 
ia prosperous California shares in tha 
prosperity. 
Now the Golden State 
should give Nevada, In Us hoar of 
necessity, s helping hand and if it does 
not feel disposed to have its eastern 
alope annexed to Nevada extend, 
through its Legislature, an invitation 
to Nevada to become a part of its com- 
monwealth.

WASHINGTON, December 19.—Immedi- 


ately upon the convening of the Senate 
to-day the Vice President laid before 
the Senate a letter from the Secretary 
of the Navy, transmitting the report ol 
Admiral Walker on the subject of 
Hawaii, which the Senate called for by 
resolution. The letter and report were 
referred without discussion to the 
Committee on foreign relations. 


Pasco reported from the Committee 


on Public Lands the bill extending the 
Act relating to abandoned military res- 
ervations. Passed without division.

resolution was introduced by 


AJlou providing for the appointment 
of a Felcct committee to investigate 
political affaira in Alabama, which at

Senate restaurant. Allen wes about to 
speak on this matter when Hale inter- 
posed an objection to its immediate 
consideration and it wenlrover. 


Practically all the time of the Senate 


was occupied to-day by speeches on the 
Nicaragua Canal bill. Mr.Turpie.Dem.* 
of Indiana, who has been speaking daily 
smce Monday, completed his speech 
against the bill. Senator Perkins of 
California favored the building of the 
canal and pointed out the benefits 
which he thought would accrue from 
its construction. 


DOUSE. 


As soon as the regular routine had 


been disposed of to-day, on motion of 
Springineyer, the House went into ex- 
ecutive session and debate on the Cur- 
rency bill was resumed. 


Johnson of Indiana, one of the mem- 


bers of th« minority of the Banking 
and Currency Committee, opened with 
a vigorous speech in opposition to the 
Carlisle bill. 


Admitting the defects in our cur- 


rency system, he said perfection could 
not be obtained by the passage of a bill 
along the lines suggested by the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee. It was 
much easier to attack the present sys- 
tem than to offer a safe substitute. The 
present system had given the country 
a greenback currency, which enabled 
tho Government to carry on the war, 
and produced a market for our bonds 
in an honr of peril and danger. The 
currency it produced had xiever been 
questioned. This is no time for experi- 
mental legislation. There was no need 
of indecent speed. 


In the debate on the Currency bill 


Johnson (Rep. of Indiana) and Ellis 
(Dem. 
of Kentucky) opposed it and 


Warner (Dem. of New York) supported 
it. 


Tho speech of Ellis was rather of a 


sensational character and the applause 
he received from the free silver Demo- 
ci ata indicated plainly the unalterable 
opposition of the silver men of the 
House to the Carlisle plan. He made 
a vigorous attack on the bill, and 
charged the Democratic party in Con- 
gress with being false to its promises 
in not passing a tariff bill for revenue 
only; in not repealing outright the ten 
per cent, tax on State banks, and in not 
restoring silver to its position as a 
money metal on the same terms with 
gold. Democratic promises, he said, 
will not be redeemed until the people 
elect a Democratic President. When 
that day comes the Chief Executive 
will not be chosen from that small and 
select class who believe that all finan- 
cial integrity and capacity in this 
country is quarantined on Manhattan 
Island. 


Mr. Bland gave notice that he would
